ACCORDING to a report issued Jan. 25 by the director 
of the census, 25,753,504 barrels of cement, valued at 
$25,366,380, were produced in the United States in 
the year ended Dec. 31, 1902. Of this amount there 
were 16,691,055 barrels of Portland cement, valued 
at $20,231,708, and 7,964,305 barrels of natural ce- 
ment, valued at $4,036,630. 








In 1903 the total pine lumber cut of Michigan, Wis- 
consin and Minnesota aggregated 4,791,552,000 feet, 
as compared with 5,294,395,000 feet in 1902 and 5,- 
336,448,000 feet in 1901. Stocks of northern pine on 
hand at the close of 1903, contrasted with preceding 
years, were 1,964,552,000 feet, compared with 2,112,- 
719,000 feet in 1902, 2,388,256,000 in 1901 and 2,839,- 
705,000 in 1900. 





“KinG Cotton” made the greatest record in the ex- 
port figures of the calendar year 1903. From 1883 to 
1903 cotton exports averaged a little more than three- 
fourths of a million dollars a day. In 1903 they aver- 
aged more than one million dollars in value per day, 
in the last three months of 1903 they averaged more 
than two million dollars per day, and in the closing 
month of the year, nearly two and a half million dol- 
lars per day. Exports of cotton in December, 1903, 
show a greater value than in any preceding month in 
the history of cotton exportation, the total being over 
seventy-two million dollars and thus averaging two 
and one-half million dollars for every day of the month. 








Tuat the railways of the country have enjoyed a 
prolonged period of prosperity becomes apparent when 
it is recalled that yearly increases in gross earnings 
have been the rule ever since 1894. Thus, going back 
to that year, we find that the decrease in that twelve 
months as compared with 1903 was II per cent. In 
1895 a change for the better set in, and a gain of 5.2 
per cent occurred, followed in 1896 by a more moderate 
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accretion of 1.4 per cent. In 1897 there was an ad- 
7.5 per cent; in 1898, one of 8.1 per cent; 
in 1899, 9.7 per cent; in 1900, 9.5 per cent; in 1901, 


10.5 per cent, and in 1902, 8 per cent, all of the fore- 


vance of 


going being excelled by the increase of 11.5 per cent 
reported for the year 1903. 


THE United States again stands, at the close of the 
calendar year 1903, at the head of the list of world’s 
exporting nations, so far as relates to the exportation 
of domestic products. This fact is shown by a series 
of tables just presented by the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor through its Bureau of Statistics. 
There are only three “billion-dollar countries,” con- 
sidered from the standpoint of exportation of domestic 
products, and they are, in the order of the magnitude 
of their exports, the United States, the United King- 
dom, and Germany. In the calendar year 1903 the ex- 
ports of domestic products were: From the United 
States, $1,457,565,783 in value; from the United King- 
dom, $1,415,617,552; from Germany the figures for 
the full year have not been received, but an examina- 
tion of the figures of the year for which statistics are 
available justifies an estimate of $1,200,000,000. 





In THE World’s Work for February Mr. Charles 
M. Harvey predicted that the building of the Panama 
canal will establish new conditions and shift the coun- 
try’s trade center from the east to the great central 
valley, just as the building of the Erie canal gave New 
York a long lead over its then rivals, Philadelphia, 
Boston and Baltimore. Influences now at work, and 
new forces brought into being by the shifting of trade 
currents, will, he thinks, give this movement mo- 
mentum. He points out that to-day supplies of four- 
fifths of the country’s most important commodities are 
found in the great plain between the Alleghanies and 
the Rockies, and instances of the fact that a large and 
steadily increasing proportion of the country’s new 
cotton mills are between the Alleghanies and the Mis- 
sissippi river. There seems little doubt that Mr. Har- 
vey expresses forcibly what the everyday western and 
southern man firmly believes, and whether he is a 
manufacturer in the central West or a cotton producer 
in the South, the average resident of that favored re- 
gion seems to look forward with confidence to the 
near approach of the time when commerce, industry 
and possibly financial control will join the pioneer 
agriculture in their new home in the valley of the 
father of waters. 





Tue harm done by electricity is not direct, but 
rather indirect. The current as a rule starts some 
other force in motion, which does the injury. In com- 
menting on electrolysis a writer in Cassier’s Magazine 
states that the damage done to gas and water pipes 
by electrolysis, while primarily occasioned, it is true, 
by the escape of electricity from electric railway cir- 
cuits, is not directly due to that force, but rather to 
a secondary action, and that a purely chemical one— 
namely, the setting free of certain elements, such as 
chlorin and sodium, constituents of a saline solution 
in the soil, which attack and corrode the iron pipes. 
When lightning strikes a tree and shatters it, the re- 
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sult is not due directly to electricity, and not even to 
the electric current, but rather to the intense heat which 
the electric current generates in passing through the 
tree, which heat suddenly converts the sap into steam, 
and the latter in expanding, if the force be sufficient, 
tears the tree to pieces. If the force is not sufficiently 
powerful, the effect may be only to loosen the bark of 
the tree in places, the evidence of which may last for 
years, but may not be otherwise hurtful to the tree’s 
growth. So far, indeed, from electricity being neces- 
sarily fatal to animal or vegetable life, it is well known 
that in proper quantities it is beneficial, and, when 
properly applied acts as a stimulus to vegetation. An 
excess of current, however, will also kill vegetation. 
In both of these cases its action is due to the chemical 
changes which it effects in the growing plant or tree. 








R. A. Kirk, ex-president of the Nation- 
al Hardware Association and head of the 
great Northwestern hardware jobbing 
house of Farwell, Ozmun, Kirk & Co., is 
one of the best posted men on hardware trade condi- 
tions in the country. There are many people who 
would construe this statement to mean that the gentle- 
man in question could give all the dates of changes in 
nail prices in the past two years at a moment’s notice 
or knew offhand all the multiplex tack discounts. Pos- 
sibly Mr. Kirk can do this, possibly not—we never 
tested his knowledge of the matter. It is not to this 
technical knowledge of minutiae that we refer, but to 
the very broadest grasp of trade potentialities. 

He is a jobber of long experience, but, unlike many 
of his competitors, he recognizes the fact that buying 
low and with fairly correct gauging of future condi- 
tions, selling as many goods as possible, shipping 
promptly and getting your pay, is not the completed 
cycle of the wholesale world. Recently Mr. Kirk in an 
address before the South Dakota Retail Merchants’ As- 
sociation outlined a number of ideas of the kind that 
are to be chewed and digested. Beginning with the 
proposition that wholesaler and retailer have much in 
common, he points out that the equilibrium of trade 
distribution is alike disturbed by the dealer skipping 
the jobber and going to the manufacturer and the job- 
ber skipping the dealer and seeking the consumer. 
Dealers are advised not to overbuy, as undigested 
stocks are as bad as the undigested securities Mr. Mor- 
gan complained of, and the hardware man cannot 
unload as readily as that great financier. 

Merchants are urged to be good storekeepers and 
the following cogent definition of good storekeeping 
is given: “It means not only keeping the stock in 
clean attractive condition, but also in having a stock 
that covers the demands of the trade and at the same 
time to turn over as many times in a year as possible.” 

Many a mercantile ship is wrecked on Bad Credit 
rocks. 

The three chief causes of failure are ignorance, dis- 
honesty and lack of money. 

Methods of fighting catalogue house competition are 
given and work done along this line by national as- 
sociations of hardware men is detailed. 

Mr. Kirk’s two criticisms on state and national hard- 
ware associations are capital and show that he has

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been watching these associations with the eye of a 
hawk. These criticisms are that these associations try 
to do too much and that they shift too much on their 
officers. Mr. Kirk might have added that the former 
was a mistake of the newly fledged organization dom- 
ination by almost zelotypic resolve to expurgate all 
naughty jobbers who sold to consumers and manufac- 
turers who sold to catalogue houses; to pass new 
garnishee and anti-peddler laws; clutch railroads by 
the throat and force new classifications, and start co- 
operative buying, mutual insurance and a number of 
other schemes simultaneously. 

These salad days are past for nearly all the state 
organizations. The doctrine of festina lente or 
“hasten slowly” has been ingrained by experience and 
every year sees marked improvement now in this di- 
rection, now in that—but nothing radical or revolu- 
tionary. 

The second fault mentioned by Mr. Kirk is probably 
the Achillean heel in the retail association panoply to- 
day. Members make valuable suggestions, or narrate 
serious grievances and the association refers the mat- 
ter to the secretary or the executive committee, and 
the member who brought the matter up rests on his 
oars. Hardware associations show brains in two 
things, viz., they choose capable officers and they keep 
them in office as long as they are willing to serve, but 
they are, as Mr. Kirk says, wofully unwise in dumping 
all kind of work on them and paying no further at- 
tention to the matter. The writer who has attended 
over 100 hardware association meetings of various 
characters has frequently seen some member present 
an admirable scheme for changing some state law in the 
interests of the trade, let us say. Member after member 
has said, in effect, “We need such a law; Mr. Blank’s 
suggestion is excellent,” and then the secretary has 
been instructed to do what he can to see the law passed. 
The secretary, underpaid and overworked, but faith- 
ful and staunch to the core, does some effective work, 
but is unsuccessful. Why? Suppose he approaches 
Representative Jones. Jones listens to what he says 
and puts him off with an evasive answer. Jones says 
to himself, “If the hardware dealers really wanted this 
measure as much as the secretary says they- do, I would 
hear from Jenks and Judson, Johnson and James, 
Jordan and Jewett and other hardware dealers in my 
district.” And it is as iikely as not that Jewett was 
the very member who brought the subject up on the 
floor of the convention, while Jenks, Judson, Johnson, 
James and Jordan all spoke of it as a good thing. 

But their work for the measure began and stopped 
on the floor of the hardware convention. 

We will close with the following excerpt from this 
address, which shows that Mr. Kirk gauges with ab- 
solutely accuracy the co-ordinate character of asso- 
ciation helpfulness. Every hardware man can gain 
great financial help from membership in a rightly con- 
ducted association, but “no association can successful- 
ly undertake to do for its members what they should 
do for themselves. The standing in the trade of any 
member of the association, his relations with his cus- 
tomers, with his competitors, and with the mercantile 
world generally, will depend after all mainly on his 
own individual self.”

Too bad, isn’t it, that because a man is deaf he can- 
not join associations designed to place his business 
on a higher plane at a trifling expense? 

If deafness is a reason for staying out of hardware 
associations, why are not bow-leggedness and bunions, 
baldness and biliousness equally good and sufficient 
excuses ?

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AN INTERESTING QUESTION. 


The Canadian Bounty Act provides for a bonus of 
$6 per ton on steel when 50 per cent or more of the 
ingredients consists of Canadian-made pig iron, and 
hence there is a large sum of money in dispute between 
the government and the Dominion Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, claimed by the latter to be due in the way of 
bounty on steel produced in the furnaces at Sydney, 
N. S. The Department of Trade and Commerce, 
backed by the auditor-general, claims that the iron ore 
used in the process of steel-making should be counted 
as an ingredient. The company contends that as the 
iron ore is only used as a purifying material, and only 
an infinitesimal proportion of it finds its way into the 
steel product, it should no more be counted an “ingre- 
dient” than the dolomite or limestone used for similar 
purpose. When the weight of ore is added to the 
weight of pig iron, scrap, ferromanganese, etc., placed 
in the furnace at a heat, it gives a total of “ingredients’’ 
so large that in some cases it is more than double the 
weight of the pig iron used, and in such cases the de- 
partment decline to pay the bounty. It is claimed by 
the company that in no country do chemists regard the 
crude iron ore used as an ingredient.

STEEL RANGE PEDDLERS IN MICHIGAN. 


The range peddlers who have intermittently worked 
every state in the Union have again bobbed up in Mich- 
igan and during the past week have been working in 
the vicinity of Marshall, says Detroit Trade of Jan. 
28th, calling upon the farmers in that locality, and 
from the various reports received it appears they have 
been comparatively successful in foisting their goods 
upon the residents along the rural free delivery routes 

The city of Marshall fortunately possesses four or 
five enterprising hardware dealers, who are always 
equal to any emergency, and as soon as the range 
sharks showed their heads circulars were immediately 
gotten out, warning the farmers to beware of these 
peddlers, and these circulars were distributed broadcast 
to every farmer within several miles of the city. The 
circular is an interesting one, and should prevent every 
man who reads it from buying a range from a wagon 
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It is reasonable to expect that the territory in the 
vicinity of Marshall will soon be so well posted on this 
subject that the peddlers will be forced to look for 
another market, and they may be expected to move to 
another part of the state. Every hardware man in 
Michigan should be on the lookout for these people; 
in fact, it will not be a bad plan to have circulars sent 
out even before these people appear. It sometimes 
takes a week or so to get out circulars, and as these 
peddlers work very fast they can frequently sell from 
twenty to thirty ranges before the dealer is able to 
notify his customers. As a suggestion to hardware 
men, the circular printed and sent out by the hardware 
men of Marshall is reproduced herewith: 

A TIMELY WARNING TO HOUSEWIVES, BEWARE OF A STEEL RANGE 
PEDDLER. 

The Approach. A _ sleek-looking man with a team of 
mules or horses attached to a wagon, may drive up to your 
house and attempt to unload and place in your kitchen a range. 
He may, if you allow him, proceed to explain, in a very 
smooth manner, that this recently-arrived range is made of 
steel and far superior to all other ranges on the market, and 
that for sixty-four dollars cash you may avail yourself of 
the opportunity of owning this very superior article in the 
stove line. If you do not happen to have the money in 
your hand you may take stove on approval, and, if satis- 
factory, pay for it when convenient; however, “as a mere 
formality,” you and your husband should sign two innocent- 
looking pieces of paper. 

The Contract. The range, as it stands alongside of the 
one that has done you such faithful service, appears to be a 
great improvement, but beware again of those two innocent- 
looking pieces of paper. Examine them carefully on both 
sides and see if one does not read something like this:

This is the only agreement 
or stipulation recognized in the purchase and sale of said 
range, and no alteration of above conditions, or erasure by 
salesman, is authorized, or will be recognized by said com- 
pany.

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Notice, special. Ranges must be sold at prices regulated 
by the company, and no other time for payment given than 
as instructed by the superintendent in charge. Any erasures 
or alterations upon notes or warrants, or any indirsements 
allowing discounts, except for cash paid on account or for 
payments on delivery, are positively forbidden. We furnish 
our salesmen with lithograph receipts, numbered and 
signed with facsimile of mame, as below, which is 
charged to them as cash, and is used by them in payment of 
bills to customers or for cash received from parties who are 
NS OO TE TE cine caceawcawecas ranges. We are led to 
the adoption of this script partly for the protection of our- 
selves, but more particularly for the protecting of our cus- 
tomers. It has occurred that irresponsible persons, represent- 
ing themselves as having authority from us, have collected 
money on sales and given receipts for the same, signing the 
name of the company. Now, we want to caution all persons 
that no receipts or money, bills or anything whatever will be 
accepted, either in full or part payment of any note or claim 
held by this company, unless indorsed on the note, except the 
script above named, and it only in the manner specified on 
its face.

lhe Result. Take it for granted that you are pleased with 
the appearance of the range and the terms of the purchase 
and that you and your husband sign the two pieces of paper. 
Where do you then stand? You have signed a promissory 
note for the payment of $60.00, without discount or offset, 
with interest at six per cent from date if not paid when due 
or when presented. You have waived your rights to all 
exemptions allowed you by law. 

You have signed an iron-bound contract from which there 
is no escape in law. 

You do not legally own the range until the note is paid 
in full. The company can take the range away without re- 
turning the part payment you have made. It is no legal ex- 
cuse that you did not know what you were signing. The 
company can sue you upon note, recover judgment, and levy 
against your household goods. 

The Inducement. »sHe may tell you that your old stove 
will be taken in part payment. 

He may tell you that what you are signing is only a re- 
ceipt. 

He may tell you that his steel range is far superior to 
the ranges sold by your local dealer. 

He may tell you that he will take part of the price in 
his board and that he will allow a certain discount if monthly 
payments are made, or that he will allow so much for every 
day you ride with him on his wagon. 

The Contract. “No old stoves taken in part payment.” 

Read it carefully and see if it is not a note, 

Try it yourself without signing papers, or inquire of those 
who have tried one. 

“Receipts, discounts and offsets will not be accepted 
against the above note, and no alterations of above condi- 
tions or erasures by salesman is authorized or will be recog- 
nized by said company, neither will we recognize any transac- 
tion outside of the guarantee which is signed with facsimile 
of company’s signature, nor any erasures, alterations, or ad- 
ditions to this printed condition.” 

The Advice. Don’t trade with a total stranger. Don’t 
sign any paper until you have tried the range for thirty days. 
Don’t let him tap your old stove with a hammer to show 
you how frail it is. Remember that all stoves will need re- 
pairs, and that the postoffice address of the peddler is sub- 
ject to change without notice. Consult your lawyer before 
signing any paper offered you for signature by a peddler. It 
will be cheaper than consulting him after you have signed. 

Conclusion. Your home dealer is a responsible man, can 
sell you a better range at a lower price, can always be found 
to make his guarantee good, can furnish you repairs at any 
time, and in short is the proper person now as he always 
has been from whom to purchase a range.

There are three galvanized hoops 
securely riveted to tub. The top hoop overlaps the top 
edge of the tub, making a smooth finish and adds 
greatly to its strength. After the tub is put together 
it is galvanized, which closes all joints and unites all 
parts solidly. The cover and legs of the tub are made 
of hard wood thoroughly seasoned and nicely finished. 
The cover is secured to bolted hinges, and when lifted 
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it carries the fly wheel to one side and gives ample 
room to get at the interior. The legs are secured by 
riveted cleats. The wringer space will hold either 
large or small wringer. 

All the movable parts are strong, simple and can 
easily be replaced should they become broken. The 
machine is operated by turning the fly wheel. This 
in turn moves the pin wheel which rotates inside of 
tub and cleanses the clothes. The crank may be turned 
in either direction, right or left, as the same motion of 
the pin wheel is always produced. The speed of pin 
wheel is variable, starting and stopping slowly.

RESULT OF ASSOCIATION MEMBERSHIP. 





Canadian Hardware and Metal, a leading hardware 
paper of Canada, is actively urging all retailers in that 
country to organize. They point out that manufac- 
turers and wholesalers have organizations, and it thus 
has created a condition which calls for organization by 
the retail hardware trade of Canada. This paper wrote 
to several secretaries of state associations in this coun- 
try in which they asked them in regard to organiza- 
tion. Among the replies was one from H. J. Hall, Lin- 
coln, Neb., secretary of the Nebraska Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association, who thus portrays the bene- 
fits derived from association membership : 


“The first good results which we obtained from ovr state 
organization was the formation of a local organization in this 
city, which has proved beneficial in securing better feeling 
among the dealers, better prices for our goods, and more sat- 
isfactory service to the general public. Our organization here 
has not tended to make competition any less brisk, but all 
of the dealers have more regard for the rights of other people. 

“Our meetings help to place things on a more equitable 
basis, as all questions are brought up in the meetings, thor- 
oughly discussed, and are settled by a majority vote. This 
same condition applies to small towns where there are some- 
times not more than two dealers. 

“The advantages which we offer our members consist in 
securing more consideration from the railroad company, more 
consideration from the jobbers, and more consideration from 
the manufacturers, by reason of our affiliation with the Na- 
tional Association. 

“The local organizations are not affiliated with state 
associations, but we have found that the state association 
promoted local organizations, and better results can be ob- 
tained by local organizations through state associations, and 
more recognition received by state associations by reason of 
their affiliation with the National. 

“The above are only a few of the minor benefits, and if 
you are successful in perfecting an association of hardware 
dealers in the province of Ontario, we will be glad to give you 
all possible help in securing such benefits as are helpful to 
this business.”

CALIFORNIA RETAILERS MEET. 





The Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association of North- 
ern California met in the Masonic Temple, Sacra- 
mento, Cal., Jan. 20 last. There were representative 
hardware merchants present from all of the promi- 
nent cities and towns of northern California. John C. 
White of Marysville, who has been the president of 
the association for six years, occupied the chair. 
He delivered a short address, in which he reviewed the 
work that had been done by the association. He said 
the association had been formed for the purpose of 
general good to the retail cealers and that much good 
had been accomplished by standing and working to- 
gether. An extended report was made by the executive 
committee, in which it was said that efforts would be 
made to suppress the itinerant peddlers of stoves, ma- 
chinery, wagons and buggies. Such action was to pro- 
tect the farmers and irresponsible persons. The report 
says the wholesalers are desirous of co-operating with 
the retail dealers and will not interfere with their trade. 
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MEETING WESTERN RETAIL IMPLEMFNT AND 
VEHICLE DEALERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


The fifteenth annual convention of the Western Re- 
tail Implement & Vehicle Dealers’ Association was held 
at Kansas City Jan. 19. This association has 1,335 
members, and there was a large attendance. The fol- 
lowing officers were elected for the ensuing year:

Among the resolutions passed were the following: 

AGAINST THE PARCELS POST. 

Whereas, Strenuous efforts are being put forth to secure 
the enactment of a parcels post bill by certain commercial 
interests, which interests are directly opposed to those of 
every retailer in the United States; and 

Whereas, The tendency of such a system is toward the 
centralization of business in the hands of a few capitalists, 
whose ends wiil be best accomplished by the destruction of 
the business of the retailers throughout the country, and 
the consequent depreciation of property in the smaller cities; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Western Retail Implement and Vehi- 
cle Dealers’ Association protests against the enactment of 
any parcels post bill, and that individually and collectively we 
pledge ourselves to defeat any such legislation, and recom- 
mend that our secretary forward a copy of this resolution to 
each member of Congress and Senator within the territory 
of the association with a list of names of all the members of 
this association. 

REPEAL OF BANKRUPTCY LAW. 

Resolved, That we heartily indorse the bill introduced in 
the Senate by Mr. Dolliver of Iowa for the repeal of the 
bankruptcy law, and we urge our national representatives to 
secure its enactment. 

URGE CONSTRUCTION OF THE PANAMA CANAL. 

Whereas, The construction of the Panama canal would 
facilitate communication with the Orient, and thus create a 
better market for the products of the territory covered by this 
association; therefore, 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this association that the 
early prosecution of this important work be begun and pushed 
to a speedy completion. 

RELIEF FROM CONGESTED FREIGHT. 

Whereas, The shortage of both rolling stock and motive 
power has brought about a seriously congested condition of 
the freight business on the railways of this country; and, 

Whereas, This congested condition of traffic, by reason of 
difficulty in obtaining cars for prompt shipment of merchan- 
dise, and unreasonable and unwarranted delays in the trans- 
portation of the same, has caused not only great inconvenience, 
but serious financial losses to many of our members; and, 

Whereas, The railway companies have ignored the de- 
mands of the public for better facilities for the handling of 
merchandise, and devote their energies more to the acquisi- 
tion of new territory than to providing equipment in propor- 
tion to the enormously increased traffic already developed 
along their several lines of road; therefore, be it. 

Resolved, That we, the officers and members of the West: 
ern Retail Implement and Vehicle Dealers’ Association, in 
annual convention assembled, do most earnestly protest 
against the inadequate equipment and unsatisfactory freight 
service of the railways in our territory. 

Resolved, That we approve the bill which has been pre- 
pared by the Lumbermen’s Association, and respectfully urge 
the several senators and congressmen from the states com- 
prised in our territory that they use their influence to secure 
the passage and enactment of the same. 

Resolved, That our secretary be instructed to transmit 
at. the proper time a copy of these resolutions to each of the 
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above senators and congressmen, together with a personal 
letter inviting their careful consideration, and that the subject 
be referred to our legislative committee with a request that 
they take such action as will in their judgment be most con- 
ducive to the securing of such a law. 

HEAVY SAVING IN INSURANCE. 

Whereas, Inasmuch as the Reciprocal Underwriters’ As- 
sociation, under the efficient management of Mr. Garvey and 
his board of directors, has shown a saving of from 50 to 60 
per cent of the cost over old-line insurance, and inasmuch as it 
has paid all losses in full, thus proving its responsibility, we 
recommend and urge our members to avail themselves of this 
splendid plan of insurance. 


DESIRE REINSTATEMENT OCF FORMER WINDMILL CLASSIFICATION. 


Whereas, The western classification excludes windmills, 
towers, pumps and pipe from being loaded in mixed cars 
with agricultural implements at trade centers, thereby causing 
loss of time and money to our members; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we protest against this ruling and re- 
spectfully ask the former classification be reinstated. 


A DIRECT INJURY. 


Whereas, The sale of merchandise to the Kansas City 
catalogue and supply houses by local jobbers in hardware and 
kindred lines is a direct injury to the members of this asso- 
ciation, who represent a very large percentage of their trade; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this association protest against the prac- 
tice, and request that it be discontinued by the local jobbers. 


STICK BY FRIENDS. 


Whereas, Inasmuch as one of our basic principles is that 
manufacturers and jobbers who sell their products to us must 
refuse to sell them direct to the consumer, to catalogue 
houses, or to illegitimate dealers; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That it is the plain duty of the members of 
this association to support the manufacturers and jobbers 
who respect this principle.

In speaking of the occurrence 
later the Badger state agriculturist declared that the senator 
was not as well off as people gave him credit for, as the 
bank would not cash the check until he had signed his name 
across the back. The application of this anecdote was that 
Philadelphia hardware was so widely known by the Ameri 
can public that the retailer's endorsement, while it would be 
cheerfully given was unnecessary to establish quality in the 
eyes of the purchaser. 

In closing the speaker said: “I am glad to see here s 
many of the veterans in the manufacturing field who have 
made for Philadelphia hardware the reputation it enjoys 
west as well as east and in all quarters of the globe as well as 
our own fair country. I am also pleased to see so generous 
representation of the rising generation, who have been incu 
cated with the doctrines of thoroughness and _ excellence 
characteristic of the manufacture of Philadelphia hardware 
and are demonstrating their fitness to hold in the future a 
heritage of reputation second to none.”

CITY S GREATNESS IS SELF-EVIDEN1 

No doubt to one so unfortunate as to be compelled to 
“Sunday” in a hotel, the time moves slowly, and the closed 
playhouses and cafes seem an evidence of our being behind 
the times. Perhaps her people, by their apparent jack of 
interest in what others think of their city, have fostered this 
idea, for we must confess to this: that unlike most towns,

A SOURCE OF PRIDE 
In these days of mushroom growth, both civic and in 
dustrial, it is a source of great satisfaction and pride to b 
able to refer to a glorious history, and to trace the present 
development back through the century to the days when ou: 
nation was in its formative state 


PRE-EMINENTLY AN AMERICAN CITY 

Philadelphia has always been pre-eminently an Americar 
city, containing to-day the smallest percentage of foreig! 
born among all the great cities, and no opportunity has been 
neglected by her peopie to respond to the needs of the cow 
try as a whole, or to any section of it, as far back as, an 
before, the days when less than a hundred of our merchants 
subscribed a milion and a half to help the Father of H 
Country feed his starving Continental Army, to the quick re 
sponse of our Permanent Relief Committee to get the fit 
upplies into stricken Galveston. The committee has co 
lected, in a couple of decades, more than five million doilat 
worth of supplies and money for those of this and othe 
lands, in seasons of dire extremity. The mention of a few 
may not be out of place 

[his committee organized in response to a call from 
Germany in 1878, for the relief of those suffering from the 


results of freshets. The citizens of Philadelphia met at th 
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Mayor’s office and formed a committee to solicit subscrip- 
tions, and to our city’s credit be it said, more was contributed 
than was subscribed in Bertin. It has been in permanent ac 
tivity ever since. 
GENEROUS RESPONSES 

Among the calamities which have occurred none is more 
prominent than the Johnstown disaster. It collected at that 
time about eight hundred thousand dollars. Next in import- 
ance was the Russian famine in 1891 and 1892, when Phila- 
delphia contributed more towards the relief of the famine- 
stricken peasants than all the rest of the United States to- 
gether. Other disasters which come to mind at the present 
time are the earthquake at Charleston; yellow fever at New 
Orleans; yeliow fever at Memphis, a year or two later; Oil 
City, Titusville; typhus fever epidemic at Plymouth; Arme- 
nian relief fund to help the Armenian Christians; relief ex- 
tended to Porto Rico and other places after the Spanish- 
American war; floods in California two years ago; flood dis- 
aster in Kansas last year. The latest relief was for the ty- 
phus fever stricken people in Butler, Pa. Here it had its

own kospital, called The City of Brotherly Love Hospital 
It sent twenty-five trained nurses and a number of physicians. 
AS QUICK TO FIGHT AS TO FEED. 

When necessary, Philadelphia has been as quick to fight 
as to feed, and no community has offered a larger quota to 
the defense of our liberties. 

If the visitor fails to note upon our streets the crowds 
seen in other cities, let him remember that our citizens have 
homes, not tenements, to live in; that over four thousand 
acres of pleasure grounds, scattered in forty parks over our 
broad domain, afford a restful and rational means of enjoy- 
ment, much preferred to the crowded streets. 

TEN THOUSAND DWELLINGS BUILT YEARLY. 

Perhaps we are slow to adopt some of the modern im 
provements of other burgs. Apartment and tenement houses 
fail to appeal to a city that continues to build eight or ten 
thousand dwellings yearly, and contains to-day more houses 
than our neighbor with three times the population. 

The number of homes in Philadelphia containing more 
than ten persons is but 12% per cent. In New York the 
proportion of families having more than ten persons in a 


/ 


dwelling is 83% per cent. Only 15 per cent of the houses 
& 


in Philadelphia contain more than one family. In New York 
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88 per cent are so occupied, and in Chicago 65 per cent of the 
houses have two or more families. 
AVERAGE SIZE OF A PHILADELPHIA FAMILY. 

The average size of a Philadelphia family is 5.10, which 
exceeds that of the general average of the entire country 
over 3 per cent, and is greater than that of any other large 
city; that of New York being 4.84, of Brooklyn 493, of Bal- 
timore 5.01, St. Louis 4.93 and Chicago 4.99. This is ob- 
viously due to the fact of higher sanitary conditions, and an 
orderly mode of life due to the general ownership of homes 
by occupants. 

A STEADY INDUSTRIAL ADVANCE. 

Industrially we continue to advance, building more loco- 
motives than all the country combined, supplying the navy 
with half or more of its best ships, making more carpets; 
making better hats and shoes, saws, fiies, edge tools, house- 
hold utensils, et cetera and so forth; sustaining our reputa- 
tion for both quality and quantity, and being most careful 
that our products shall excel all others, until merchants every- 
where acknowledge that “Philadelphia made goods are good 
goods.” 

ARTISTIC AND SCIENTIFIC PROMINENCE. 

Time is lacking for even mention of our pre-eminence 
in many of the arts and sciences since the days when Frank- 
lin had to come to Phiiadelphia to find the lightning. 

THE HOME OF THE PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD. 

Here also is the home of our pride and pet, The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, “The Standard of the World.” Yes, even 
though she has hurt our pride by refusing to bring some of 
us down town, that she may better accommodate the multi- 
tude of buyers and tourists, for whom ste has been compelled, 
at the cost of millions, to provide several terminals, 

NOT SLOTHFUL, 

So, while we may be called siow, we are surely not sloth- 
ful, or the world would not come here for her models, as 
note the fact that this Association has been the pattern for 
others all over the country, and our National Hardware As- 
sociation, acknowledged at home and abroad as the leading 
and model trade organization, which owes so much of its 
success to the formative years when it was managed by 
Philadelphians, and indeed, sti:l continues to exist, despite the 
lack of any disposition to retire or rotate on the part of at 
least one of its greatest officials. 

A GOOD-NATURED GIANT. 


So here’s to the good slow Quaker City which, like a 
great good-natured giant, is steadily pushing forward, care- 
less in the consciousness of his strength, and unmindful of 
the jests and gibes of little minds, pursuing the even tenor of 
his way “with malice toward none, with charity for all.”

THE BUYER. 


A BUYER'S CADAVER. 

I wonder if in any scientific institution the learned doctors 
have ever dissected the remains of one of our modern buy- 
ers. I do not mean the department store buyer, who buys 
for fifty-seven departments and really knows only three right 
down to the ground, nor do I refer ‘to the syndicate buyer 
who does not have to sell the goods he purchases, but I have 
in mind that mysterious creature we find in every large job- 
bing house, who sits sphinx-like behind a great desk with 
hundreds of pigeon holes stuffed full of quotations; and 
buried beneath a great pile of catalogues from all over the 
world. This human encyclopedia, who knows the cost, job- 
bing and retail price of every article he buys; its true value 
in actual use and how to use it. I wonder if this postmortem 
would not reveal the buyer’s brain to be full of tacks and 
saws, hammers, guns and fish hooks. Many will say at once 
that his heart would be found missing, and ice water slowly 
coursing through his veins. But there is no use in guess- 
ing about his insides; surely his outside aspect is interesting 
enough. 

THE UNIVERSAL SCAPEGOAT. 

I suppose he looks different to every man with whom he 

comes in contact. To the head of the house he is that high- 
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ly expensive individual who keeps the bank balance contin- 
ually on the ebb-tide, who aiways has the warehouses full to 
bursting in dull season, and no goods on the shelves when 
things are booming. He is that troub:esome person who in- 
duces the respected senior to sign contracts on faith, from 
which agreements it requires six Philadelphia lawyers to 
extricate the house. 

To the traveling force he is the one man who should be 
fired six days a week, because his competitive buyer in the 
rival house always, not once or twice, but always, has goods 
bought on a better basis. I fancy there is not one man on 
the road who could not buy goods better than this oracle who 
speaks to him principally through the medium of carbon copy 
instructions. Then, too, he always insists that the sales- 
men shall seil stuff and brands that their customers do not 
want. Why don’t he buy the X. Y. Z. goods that Brown & 
Co. sell? 

OFFICE BOY REVERES HIM. 

As viewed by his stenographer he is the kind and pleas 
ant, sour and disagreeable man who talks to silly drummers 
all day and dictates his mail at 5:45 p. m. 

In the eyes of the office boy, he is the god-like person 
who don’t look up when a card is presented, who cails him 
into his office a dozen times a day and then says, “Well, 
what do you want?” To this little chap he is a personality 
to be feared and admired. 


IS HE AN IGNORAMUS OR A SCHOLAR? 

Judged by the drummers who sell, or do not sell him, he 
is at once a gentleman and a scholar, a boor and an ignoram- 
us, an able man or a presumptuous upstart, just as the case 
may be. And to his good wife he is the hard worked, un- 
derpaid, worn-out person, who leaves home before daytight 
and returns in the evening too late to go to the theater; the 
highly prosperous man who cannot afford to get her a muff 
while Mr. Jones, who buys for a much smaller house, pre- 
sented his wife with a whole set of furs for Christmas. 

THE LEADING LADY. 

Whatever he is not, the buyer certainly is the heavy man 
in this Theatrical Troupe. The Traveling Man may imper- 
sonate the advance agent—the senior of the firm may repre- 
sent the manager, the cashier, the box office man, and the 
sundry clerks may chime in well as the chorus and under 
studies, but certainly in this show the buyer is the “Leading 
lady.” 

HAS THE THESPIANS BEATEN A BLOCK. 


Act—Why Booth or Jefferson never undertook such a 
task as one day’s work of the modern buyer. Think of sit- 
ting ail day long scheming and scheming, with interruptions 
every ten minutes from the line of drummers waiting for an 
audience; looking pleasant at this one you hate, because he has 
the goods you want, and scowling at the fellow you like be- 
cause his house won't allow something. The buyer must be 
sad when he’s merry; merry when he’s sad, violent when he’s 
meek, gentle when he wants to smash things; pleading poverty 
when he’s trying to get dating, and swelling up with the con- 
scious pride of a millionaire when he is striking for a larger 
cash discount. 

If he could see these fellows all at once, but no, each 
one may have something of value to tell him and so he must 
see them all, and one at a time. 

ONE AT A TIME, GENTLEMEN. 

He is very like a parrot I once knew of, the property of 
the box office man in Adam Forepaugh’s show. Her favorite 
perch was by her master’s elbow during the great rush to 
buy tickets at each performance and she had learned to imi- 
tate perfectly the oft-repeated words of the ticket man, “One 
at a time, gentlemen, one at a time, please. Don’t crush.” 
Well, one day in a country town Polly was missing, and in 
great anxiety her master scoured the country searching 
vainly for his lost pet. While passing a corn field a familiar 
voice caught his ear; jumping the fence and entering the 
field he discovered poor little Polly lying upon her side, and 
terror darting from her eyes, complete'y surrounded by a 
flock of crows who had pecked every green feather from 
her poor little body, and there she lay yelling at the top of 
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her lungs: “One at a time, gentlemen, one at a time, please 
Yon’t crush.” 

And when these drummers are gone has the buyer a 
moment’s rest? Oh no, for then there is the same game 
to be played by correspondence. The bluffing of factories, 
the bulldozing of railroads and the jacking up of saiesmen 
Tragedy and comedy, comedy and tragedy all in the same 
hour and every hour. 

FIRM IS KIND TO BUYER. 

Of course the firm is very kind to the buyer; they give 
him lots of assistance, stenographers, index systems, order 
blanks and a hundred devices for saving time and for keep 
ing records, but the most of his information must be kept in 
his poor aching head, for half the time his clerks are away 
and his elaborate card systems are always suffering from 
nervous prostration. Some wit has recently described this 
Situation in verse, better than I could tell you or even the 
buyer himself: 

Oh, isn’t it great to be “up-to-date” 
And live in this year of grace, 
With a system and place for everything, 


‘hough nobody knows the place 


We've an index card for each thing we do 


And everything under the sun; 
It takes so long to fiil out the cards, 
We never get anything done 


We've loose-leai ledgers for saving time, 
[he Lord knows what they cost, 

When haif our time is spent each day 
Hunting for leaves that are lost. 


Stenographers who spell like h—— 
And make 1 
When we are not dictating to them,

THE BUYER IN CHURCH 

At last the busy week is ended, and out of this chaos and 
confusion the buyer emerges on the bright Sabbath morning, 
for once himself. He settles himself comfortably in the 
corner of his pew and as he congratulates himself that the 
lot of sausage stuffers he has just bought, is the cheapest 
bargain on earth he is abruptly shocked by the awful words 
of the clergyman proclaiming that “Salvation is the cheapest 
thing in the world; we are giving it away right here for the 
asking, let us all sing heartily that beautiful hymn, ‘Work, 
for the Night is Coming.’ ” 

A PLEASANT RECEPTION 

And thus the buyer appears to live and work, but if we 
really knew his inner life what a different being we should 
find. I very well remember in my early youth calling upon 
a house which I had been selling and was informed that Mr. 
J. was now buying my goods instead of Mr. S. Entering 
Mr. J.’s office I said, “Good morning, I have been fortunate 
enough to sell your predecessor quite a number of goods 
in the past and I do hope that I shall be able to interest 
you.” He darted one glance at me and then yelled, “Prede- 
cessor! I have been the buyer of this’ house for twenty 
years; that man you have been selling was my assistant whom 
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[ fired last week and the goods you sold him last year are 
stili on my shelves. Do you want to take them back?” 

AN INVALUABLE CODE. 

Fortunately I had followed one of the first rules of the 
amateur salesman and I had remained standing with my 
hand upon the door knob so that I was able to beat an or- 
derly retreat without leaving any of my baggage on the 
field. Subsequentiy, however, I succeeded in selling this man 
and learned to know him as a friend; a man of genial and 
happy disposition—he was simply a good actor. My close 
adherence on that first day to a little list of rules had saved 
me. This little code was as follows and may be of value to 
some budding salesman here present: 

(1)—Leave the door open or stand with your hand on 
the knob until the buyer speaks. 

(2)—lf after coughing once, mentioning his name twice 
and your own three times, he does not look up, he’s busy; 
call again. 

(3)—If he stretches out his legs, thrusts both hands into 
his trousers pockets and looks up at you, showing the whites 
of his eyes, look out for a claim. 

(4)—If he greets you cheerily, asks you to sit down, and 
leans confidentially across his desk to converse with you, he 
has already bought, and is working you for price. 

(5)—If you notice him clutching a paper weight, Jepart 
it once; sooner if possible. 

(6)—But if he quickly glances at you with a hurried, 
Hello! and again buries his face in his papers, draw your 
chair up confidently; he has an order for you. 

Holmes has said: “The human race is divided into two 
classes: those who go ahead and do something and those 
who sit and inquire.” Now the poet had evidently not met 

modern buyer, for he must be a man of action and at the 
same time be a regular cross-questioning attorney. 
REQUIREMENTS ARE GREAT. 

So, view him as we may, the buyer must be all in all a 
normal man; a truly testy and ungenerous nature is an ill- 
assorted companion of the calm judgment required to buy 
right. The requirements are great; the buyer is the secre- 
tary of state to every house, and he must be wel! skilled in 
the art of diplomacy, which is but a grand word for tact. 
rhe selling end of the business may do its part, but it is a 
fact that goods bought right are already half sold. Stock 
must be on hand too when wanted and not in excess of de- 
mands, or conflict arises at once with those in the office 
who figure interest and insurance. To properly adjust these 
conditions the faithful buyer must possess an insight into the 
future almost prophetic. He must know every wave in trade 
conditions; note every change of taste in styles with the 
practiced eye of a consumer, and know intuitively what will 
sell, and how many. Nor devoid of ail sense of the artistic 
may he be, for surely the package and the label are well 
within the province of the buyer; and every one knows what a 
trusty though silent salesman the package is. 

It certainly is a wise policy that many houses have adopt- 
ed of permitting or insisting upon each buyer taking one 
short annual trip. The buyer sits in his office surrounded by 
books and papers, facts and figures; and fights at long range 
the battle of selling goods. One trip a year wiil largely 
brush the dust from his glasses and fit him better for his 
work, than any other one thing that he can do. With what 
force do his arguments play upon a balky factory if he can 
say, “I saw it with my own eyes.” 

BUYER HOLDS WELFARE OF FIRM IN HOLLOW OF HAND 

Business men should give their buyers the broadest edu 
ation possible, for do they not hold in the hollow of their 
hand the welfare of the concern they represent? Not only 
in a commercial sense, but in a broader moral sense the 
buyer is a prime factor, for the attitude of the buyer ‘arge'y 
determines the impression which the house makes upon the 
commercial world. If he be unjust or tricky so seems the 
house; be he frank, just and truthful, the house will bear 
this reputation 

And so I believe that the 20th century buyer has a per- 
sonality of his own; that he has a heart, and many genial 
qualities, which, as we have seen, he dare not always show 
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to the world, and with these thoughts in mind, my toast to- 
night would be “To the Jobbers’ Buyer. God Bless Him,” 
he needs the support and the good will of every man in the 
house.

ODDS AND ENDS. 

A friend of mine, an editor of an important religious 
journal, was horrified in reading the proof for the next issue 
to find the obituary notices for the week printed under the 
general title of Odds and Ends. 1 am going to speak to-

A GREAT ECONOMIST. 

God is a great economist. No flower wastes its sweetness 
on the desert air except in the poet’s imagination. The rain 
falls in the ocean, the snowflakes mantle the glacier, but 
there is no waste. Each has its mission. 

LACK OF METHOD. 

In looking back over the experience of men that I have 
met another element of weakness has been the lack of method 
in their lives, the inability to economize moments of time, 
‘ragments of opportunity and remnants of energy. A Ger- 
man who had not been very long an American citizen was 
made a justice of the peace and after hearing a somewhat 
involved case asked for five days to consider the mat- 
ter and then he said he would decide in favor of the plain- 
tiff. One of the best tests of a truly educated life is the 
ability to discern, to discriminate, to render with promptness 
amid the bustle of business decisions which the review of 
calmer and later moments will not reverse. Into any prac- 
tical life it seems to me these three elements ought to enter. 
\daptation, economy and decision. And how marvelous to-day 
are the opportunities for the use of these and kindred qual- 
ities in the industrial realm. Every now and again God opens 
a new chapter in the volume of the world’s history. 

INDICES OF NEW CHAPTERS. 

The manifo!d applications of electricity, the discovery of 
radium, our growing mastery of the forces of nature are 
nly the indices of this new chapter in which God is going 
to put into the hands of manufacturers and mechanics a 
thousand new instrumentalities for the (complete) better- 
ment of human life. Human life is a pregnant pleasure and 
in its ascent lies much hope for the American merchant. 
Why is it that Japan and Russia are hesitating so long to let 
loose the dogs of war? Is it not because human life has 
gone up in value? It is not as cheap even in the Orient as it 
used to be, and the greater the importance of the individual, 
the greater will be the needs of the individual, and the 
creater the needs of the individual the greater will be the 
demand for all sorts of merchandise 
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DOES NOT PERMIT EVEN A SPARROW TO FALL. 
In the closing pages of a work largely scientific and re 
cently published we are told that God is in His worid and 
that we have business with God. We may lay our plans for 
the enlargement of factories, for the extension of our trade, 
but over and above our little plans are the vast purposes of 
God. He who does not permit even a sparrow to fall to th 
ground without His knowledge environs our lives and their 
activities as the atmosphere does every voice and every fea- 
ture of the world in which we move. A devout soul said: 
“When I pass through the city and see the blocks of marb.e 
or granite on our public buildings, I think of Him who is 
the Rock of Ages. When I rejoice in the sunshine I think 
of Him who is the Light of the World. When I smell the 
flowers in the garden I think of Him who is the Rose of 
Sharon. When I turn at night to the heavens I think of Him 
who is the Bright and Morning Star.” I have quoted these 
words because in such simple beauty they bring out the idea 
that there is no line of demarcation between the sacred and 
the secular. They overlap and interpenetrate each other 
Thus your office may be a shrine, your workshop a sanctuary, 
and by getting this point of view we will not only recognize 
the great truth that God is in His world, but also the equally 
great truth that we have business with God.

There 
are, unfortunately, but a small percentage of the young men 
of to-day who have sufficient self-control and indomitable 
energy to reach the goal. It is far easier to drift with the 
tide, and enjoy the pleasures of life, than to get a grip on 
one’s self and prepare for a campaign of hill-climbing, but 
if he has a sincere desire to leave the world better than he 
found it, it is necessary for every young man to regard his 
occupation as a jealous mistress. 


LIFE IS BUT AN EDUCATION. 

Chis appiies with equal force to the professions, as well 
as to the commercial and industrial affairs. life is but an 
education, by which I do not mean book-learning, but rather 
a knowledge of men, a knowledge of affairs, and particularly 
a knowledge of one’s own business or calling. Persistence 
belongs in the cornerstone of the boy’s structure. Get-rich- 
quick schemes are always looked upon with suspicion, there- 
fore, when young we must look forward to a long period of 
close app:ication before we see the results of our efforts. It 
is this prospect that discourages the larger number of young 
men entering the world’s affairs. Unless they can look for- 
ward to this period with determination to succeed, they will 
not reach the goal. 

WHAT IS THE REASON FOR SUCCESS OR FAILURE? 

It has been asked, What is the reason for success or 
failure? It cannot be opportunity because we see examples 
of notable successes among those to whom opportunity has 
been a stranger. In commerce and industry it cannot be 
book-learning because the large majority of the captains 
started life with very little education. It cannot be good 
clothes or good manners, as we see many of both extremes 
at the goal. 

A MATTER OF VERVE AND VIRTUE. 

My diagnosis would be that it is inherent in the boy. If 
[ were asked to advise upon the requisites I should say, he 
must enter his chosen path with zeal, pursue it with zest 
and energy, taking delight in the beginning of success and 
using the experience thus gained in larger fields. This de- 
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light should not be primarily or mainly :or the money returns 
so much as for the very glory of it. 1 would say keep th 
body and mind in the best possible condition for battle, and 
especial'y the mind, as success can only be attained through 
training. Be loyal and patriotic, be fair in all of your deal 
ings, and generous in your thoughts, cultivating only thos« 
acquaintances with whom contact is profitable in knowledge 
\ccustom your mind to close application, directing it always 
in the chosen channel at the end of which keep in view the 
desired goal. If the boy has an honest conviction and de 
termination to make his mark there is no power on earth 
vhich wili stop him. 
COUNTRY IS GROWING 

If | were asked to name the best field for the accomplish 
ment of these objects, I would say, broadly, United States. 
If experience be taken as a guide, we have but to note recent 
history. Gentlemen, you all know, but do you thoroughly 
realize the rapidity with which this country is growing? I am 
not going to burden you with statistics, but in my own line, 
manuiacturing, it will be sufficient to say that the figures 
taken from the United States census show that the value 
f manufactured goods in the past 50 years has almost geo 
metricali'y doubled with the passing of each decade. In 1850 
this value was shown to be a billion of dollars, while in 1900 
the value was thirteen billions. Our commercial position be 
fore the world has developed in almost the same ratio. The 
value of manufactured goods exported in 1840 was eleven 
miilions, while in 1902 it was four hundred and three mil 
lions, and in this connection it may be interesting to note that 
the increase in the value of our exports during the past 12 
years was nearly double the total increase during the preced 
ing 90 years. With such figures before us can we ask for a 
better field in which to labor? 


VIGILANCE IS THE PRICE OF SUCCESS. 


Is it not tair to assume that the momentum of this de 
velopment will carry us on and on, provided only we have 
a sufficient number of progressive, aggressive and deter- 
mined young men to whom we can look for assistance? | 
do not for one moment desire to discount the value of the 
older heads in directing affairs, but look if you will among 
the captains in the profession, in industry and commerce, 
do you not find many a gray-haired man surrounded by 
bright, capable, thinking young men, who themselves are 
managing certain departments of the business? In such a 
field as I have named, and in such a time as the present, can 
it be questioned that a young man can achieve success if he 
has the necessary attributes? Success can be purchased, but 
the cost is high, eternal vigilance is the price.

SHELVING CIRCULARS ARE SOAKED. 


J. D. Warren of the J. D. Warren Mfg. Co., suite 
502-503 Masonic Temple, Chicago, manufacturers of 
hardware shelving, advises us that owing to the fire- 
proof construction of that building, the disastrous fire 
in the jewelry establishment located directly adjoining 
them, which occurred at noon Jan. 23d, affected their 
place of business but slightly. Their loss was en- 
tirely occasioned by water, some $300 worth of dam- 
wge being done to circulars, etc. No delay in this 
firm’s business was caused by this conflagration. In 
fact, after a quarter of an hour’s delay the transaction 
of routine business was resumed. 

As copious streams of water do not improve cir- 
culars devoted to hardware shelving, and this firm’s 
supply of trade literature is consequently temporarily 
depleted, we deem the opportunity an excellent one for 
stepping into the breach and saying a word or two 
about some features of their goods.

who recognize its value in giving prestige to stock. 

It is perfectly true, as the English essayist Pope 
said, that: 

“Worth makes the man, the want of it the fellow 
And all the rest’s but leather or prunella.” 

Still human nature is human nature, and we all are 
apt to accord a more ready recognition to the merits 
of the man who lives in a fine house and wears fine 
clothes than to the tenement-house dweller in his shab- 
by genteel suit. 

Apply this logic to selling goods and we find that 
the plush case in which silver spoons are sold or the 
handsome Warren shelving in which hardware stock 
is kept does not add one mill to the intrinsic worth of 
these goods any more than a $100 bonnet adds to a 
woman’s personal beauty. But these attractive set- 
tings have a hypnotic influence on prospective pur- 


chasers nevertheless. They make the goods Jook bet- 
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ter and appear to be worth more than they are, and 
the shrewd merchant who gives his goods the best 
possible display in his wincgow by means of harmonious 
backgrounds, and in his store by attractive shelving 
secures for them a prestige and an attractiveness in the 
eyes of the public that makes them seem vastly more 
desirable than the identical wares in the store of his 
unsystematic competitor, who when asked for a dog 
collar is forced to paw over a higglepiggledy mass of 
nail kegs, tin cups, riding whips, etc., to find it. 

This shelving also gives goods a superior publicity, 
practically converting the dealer’s walls into valuable 
advertising space, as people, as a rule, buy what they 
see. 

It also enables the dealer to arrange his goods sys- 
tematically, saving time and labor in waiting on cus- 
tomers, and when it comes to inventorying—just ask 
a user of this shelving whether or not it makes that 
task easier—any of them will do. 

Minor details are the more cleanly condition in which 
it keeps stock and its preservation of same; the safe- 
guard it offers against petty thieving as compared with 
the hodge-podge arrangements of goods; and the ad- 
mirable position it gives the dealer in judging the 
exact condition of his stock at a minimum expenditure 
of time—when ordering goods, for instance. 

In closing we would say that not all this firm’s cir- 
culars had a bath Jan. 23rd, and dealers can undoubt- 
edly secure some by writing them.

ADDRESS. 


(DELIVERED BY R. A. KIRK AT THE CONVENTION OF THE SOUTH 
DAKOTA RETAIL MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATION, HELD AT SIOUX 
FALLS, S. D., JANUARY IQ-21.) 

RETAILER AND WHOLESALER HAVE MUCH IN COMMON 

It is a special pleasure to meet you to-day. I have had a 
very pleasant personal acquaintance for years with some of 
you and the names of most of you are very familiar names in 
our house. 

When the invitation came from Mr. Mannix to make 
some remarks to you on this occasion, I responded promptly 
that I would come, and I am here. 

The relations between the retail merchant and the whole- 
sale merchant are so close and they have so much in common 
that it is not only a pleasure to come together in a meeting 
like this, but it is also beneficial. 

I am sure [ do not need to enter into any argument with 
this body of business men in order to convince you that the 
jobber is a necessary factor in commerce any more than you 
need to enter into an argument to try to induce me to believe 
that the retail merchant is also necessary. I believe we all 
agree on these points. Some outside doubter may say that 
the world could get along very well without either the whole- 
sale or retail man. Oh, yes, so it can, and for that matter it 
can dispense with railroads, telegraphs, telephones and with 
most other things which we now consider a great part of life, 
commercial and social. 

BEST METHOD OF DISTRIBUTING MERCHANDISE. 

But we do not want to go back to the old kind of life 
and to get away from the results of these hundreds of years 
of civilization. I believe and I am sure the business world 
generally agrees that the best way that has ever been devised 
for the distribution of merchandise is first from the manu- 
facturer to the wholesale dealer, from him to the retail dealer, 
who in turn distributes his goods among the consumers. Ii 
the manufacturer goes to the retail man—as he sometimes 
does—or if the wholesale dealer goes to the ordinary con 
sumer—as he. sometimes has done—and this natural order of 
things is disturbed, we may expect trouble, and it generally 
comes. There has certainly been large improvement in the 
last ten or fifteen years in the disposition of wholesale dealers 
toward furnishing goods to consumers, and I am sure that 
there is now very little ground for complaint, at least that the 
northwestern jobber is interfering with the retail trade by 
going to the consumer. 

DESIRE NO TRADE WITH CONSUMER 

Speaking for the house with which I am connected, we 
desire no trade with the ordinary consumer and try to avoid it. 
If in an exceptional case we think it best to fill such an order 
we make it our practice to send a credit memorandum to the 
retail customer who we think is most entitled to it. I speak 
of the practice of our house for the reason that I know it 
better than other houses and I believe the same line of policy 
is followed more or less closely by most hardware jobbers, 
and as to the few houses that may not now observe this policy 
it remains for the retail dealers to bring them into line. 

RETAILER SHOULD GIVE BUSINESS TO JOBBER 

Now as to the patronage given direct to the manufacturers 
by retail dealers, I hope that you gentlemen may see that it is 
to the mutual advantage of all concerned for you to place your 
orders as a rule with the jobber and that you do not let the 
manufacturer come in between. I shall not go into any ex- 
tended argument to show that it is to your interest for you to 
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give your business to the jobber. I am sure that as a rule 
those retail merchants prosper most who confine their trade 
argely to the jobber. We have found on our books that 
imong the undesirable accounts but few are considered more 
unsatisfactory than a certain line of customers who are dis- 
posed to buy more or less from manufacturers and who load 
their shelves with goods that they do not need and can not 
sell in any reasonable time. 
“SPLITTING” IS UNPROFITABLE, 

For these goods the manufacturer expects his pay prompt- 
ly and as a rule he gets it, and if the customer has not funds 
enough to go around he expects the jobber to carry him. But 
the trouble lies in the fact that the customer’s trade has been 
so split up that it is not a desirable account for any house 
concerned and the jobber prefers to give his attention and 
accommodation where they will pay better. I desire to im- 
press on you the fact that there are very few goods indeed on 
which it will pay you to split up your account and to buy 
from the manufacturer. 

OVERBU YING. 


I would also add in this connection that I believe a fre- 
quent mistake is made by the retail dealer in buying too large 
quantities of certain lines of goods from the jobber. Do not 
let the temptation overcome you to buy “case lots” when you 
should buy by the dozen, or by the dozen when you should 
order by one-fourth or one-sixth of a dozen. You are able to 
get goods with dispatch and by ordering frequently and in 
small quantities you can turn your goods quickly and you will 
be the large gainer by it in the long run. Of course, the 
jobber prefers to sell in the larger quantity if the customer 
does not overstock, but no house of high standing will know- 
ingly permit its salesmen to overload a customer, and yet I 
have heard so called. salesmen refer to transactions of this 
kind as if they expected to be commended. Let me urge you 
to give your trade to salesmen and to houses that are above 
such tricks. 

INDIGESTIBLE GOODS 


During the past year when referring to the troubles in 
Wall street we heard a good deal about undigested securities, a 
term that doubtless very fitly described the condition. One 
great trouble with many stocks of goods is that they show 
much too large an amount of stock on hand of undigested and 
for practical purposes indigestible goods. 

MERCHANT SHOULD BE GOOD STORE KEEPER. 

lo be a good store keeper is one of the best qualities in a 
merchant. It means not only keeping the store in clean, at- 
tractive condition, but also in having a stock that covers the 
demands of the trade and at the same time to turn over in a 
year as many times as possible 

BAD CREDITS. 

Bad credits is one of the rocks on which most of us, both 
wholesale and retail alike, strike much too often. The losses 
in this country resulting yearly from bad credits are simply 
stupendous It is very small consolation to know that 
losses from this source have been somewhat reduced in the 
last ten years—they are still greatly too large. It is a subject 
for our most careful consideration when we come to realize 
that the losses in this country from bad credits in the last 
forty vears have been larger than the losses sustained from 
any other one cause, not excepting fire or floods or even the 
debt incurred by the national government in the civil war. 

\ MILLION A YEAR 

\ few evenings ago I was led to do a little figuring on 
this subject for my own information, and I was surprised at 
the result showing the losses from bad credits among the 
manufacturers and wholesale merchants of the Twin cities and 
Duluth to amount yearly to more than one million dollars. 
[here is an old proverb that “you can not get something for 
nothing,” but I think this is one case in which the rule does 
not hold good and that in most of these cases the debtors did 
really get a good deal for nothing, at least nothing but wind. 

MAGNITUDE OF EVIL. 

When we add to this sum the losses from bad credits by 

the retail dealers, we wili come to see something of the 
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magnitude of this great evil, and let none of us forget that 
the man who pays his debts also helps to pay ior the man 
who fails to pay. If one of you gentlemen, for instance, find 
that your losses from bad credits average, say $500 per year, 
you simply figure that as a fixed charge in your business, and 
you realize that you must sell your goods at enough higher 
price to cover this loss. In short, your paying customers must 
pay this additional amount on the goods they buy from you or 
‘in the hole.” Certainly we all see the importance 


else you are 
f being more vigilant and untiring in our efforts to reduce 
this great evil. 

THREE CAUSES OF FAILURE. 

Failures in commercial business come mainly from three 
causes—first, incompetency and lack of experience; second, 
dishonesty; and, third, lack of sufficient capital. Of these 
much the larger number of losses come from the first two 
sources. They tell us that about 95 per cent of merchants 
fail at some time in their lives. I have never felt willing to 
accept these figures as authentic. It does not seem possible 
that such mortality cati exist in mercantile life. We do know, 
however, that there are entirely too many failures among us. 
When we come to the final analysis why should there be 
many or frequent failures? Men should not go into business 
without sufficient capital. They should also have had sufficient 
business experience to manage prudently. If in an evil hour 
fire sweeps their stock out of existence, they should always 
be insured to such an extent as to pay their debts and leave 
them something besides. Short crops may occasionally be 
their lot, but the law of general average takes care of this and 
in a term of years this works out satisfactory. 

RASCALITY DOES NOT PAY. 

The only case that we have not covered is that of the 
rascal. Any one, even though he be a scoundrel, ought to be 
smart enough to see that, aside from any other consideration, 
it does not pay to be a rascal. If there is any one thing on 
earth that pays better than a man’s good name, based on 
actual character, I do not know what it is. As an actual pos- 
session to bank on and put into business as capital it takes a 
place in the first rank. However, I suppose that do the best 
we can we shall still have the rascal with us to more or less 
extent till the end of time. 
FAVORS FORMATION OF SOUTH DAKOTA HARDWARE ASSOCIATION. 

lo the members present who are contemplating the organ 
ization of a hardware association embracing South Dakota I] 
would say that I am pleased to see this movement. If you go 
ahead in this purpose and work on right lines you may expect 
to secure substantial benefit. By working together you can do 
much that you can not do alone. The power of intelligent, 
combined, accumulative effort put forth in almost any direc 
tion is really marvelous. 

MISTAKES OF ORGANIZATIONS 

Let me caution you against two of the most frequent and 
troublesome mistakes that associations such as this one con- 
templated are liable to meet in the progress of their work. 

First, they try to do too much. They take up lines of 
work that they would better let alone and, forgetful of the 
pressing work that is immediately before them, they try to do 
things in which failure is practically assured. 

OFTEN DRIFT BEYOND PROPER FUNCTIONS 

Many of the labor organizations are conspicuous illustra- 
tions of this tendency. No one, I suppose, would question that 
labor organizations properly managed can be made very bene- 
ficial to their members and promotive of the general good, but 
as many of them have been and are now conducted they have 
become, in the opinion of most intelligent, unprejudiced per- 
sons, one of the great evils of the day. There is no other 
cause that I recognize as so harmful as this one in the hind- 
rance of the industrial and building development of the coun- 
try. The trouble lies mainly in the fact that, under the lead- 
ership of rash and frequently unprincipled men, these organ- 
izations drift away beyond their proper function, and in 
doing so they come into conflict with employers and to the 
great injury of the general public. There can be no doubt as 
to what the outcome is bound to be when the great public has 
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been called into the reckoning, but the history of such organ 

izations fitly illustrates the great folly of trying to do too 

much and going beyond their reasonable, legitimate functions. 
UNWISE POLICIES. 

I may add that I have known commercial organizations to 
be led into lines of policy that have not advanced the inter- 
ests of their members and that it would have been wise to 
avoid. Let me urge you not to let this charge ever be made a 
part of your history. There are so many evils in the trade 
that you can correct and so many ways in which, as an asso 
ciation, you can secure substantial benefits, that you can not 
afford to waste your energies in any direction that does not 
commend itself clearly to your own best judgment and also 
to that of intelligent, conservative business men. 


BURDENS ALL DUMPED ON OFFICERS. 

The second difficulty is that the members of an association 
are too ready to leave the entire burden of the work on the 
shoulders of a few. They expect the officers and the execu- 
tive committee to do the whole work, and they frequently 
seem to be disposed to find fault with what has been done 
rather than lend a helping hand to improve things. Most of 
us have long ago learned that the easiest position in a house 
or an association is that of the “kicker.” But no man has a 
right to kick unless he has first discharged his share of the 
duties involved and has been willing to carry his part of the 
responsibility. 

No association can permanently prosper that has not a 
loyal working membership as well as an efficient management 


NO SUBSTITUTE FOR INDIVIDUALISM, 


Let this additional fact also be kept constantly in mind, 
that no association can successfully undertake to do for its 
members what they should do for themselves. The standing 
in the trade of any member of the association, his relations 
with his customers, with his competitors and with the mer- 
cantile world generally will depend after all mainly on his 
own individual self. 

The association will help him materially, if it meets its 
purpose, but if he depends on it rather than on his own indi- 
vidual efforts, he will be harmed rather than benefited by it. 
If the benefits of such an association are used rightly it offers 
many advantages and you may expect to gain largely by it in 
many ways, but these advantages must necessarily be-rightly 
used. 


COMPETITORS ARE NEITHER MERE WOLVES NOR VAMPIRES. 


It is a big thing, for instance, to come to know your com- 
petitor better and to learn that after all he is a man of flesh 
and blood very much like yourself, and the closer you can get 
to him in friendly relations the better for both of you; and in 
this direction the association should be most helpful. 


FIGHTING CATALOGUE HOUSE COMPETITION. 

fo illustrate this point clearly and make it practical, let 
us take the catalogue house and mail order competition as it 
confronts every one of you and which you probably regard as 
the most pernicious evil that disturbs your business. 

There can be no doubt that one of the most effective 
means in combating this evil is through the intelligent, con- 
centrated efforts of associations, both retail and wholesale. 
hese associations have long recognized the importance of 
this growing evil and they have already given time and 
thought to it. 

The National Hardware Assotiation, which, as you know, 
represents a very large part of the wholesale hardware dealers 
of the United States and of which I had the honor of being 
the president for the: two years just passed, has given this 
subject much attention. It has corresponded with and also 
seen in person many manufacturers of hardware whose goods 
have been made leaders and have been advertised at prices 
sometimes even below cost to the catalogue houses. 

DEPARTMENT STORES. 

The same trouble exists to some extent with the depart- 
ment store. This evil affects principally the city retail dealer. 
But it is a serious trouble, and the department store, as well 
as the catalogue house, has had large consideration. 
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The same is also true of the retail hardware associations 
throughout the country. 

CONFERENCE OF JOBBERS AND RETAILERS. 

Last May the executive committee of the National Hard- 
ware Association met in Philadelphia and it had previously 
invited the National Retail Hardware Association, which, as 
you know, is made up from representatives of the retail hard- 
ware associations of the different states, to meet with the 
executive committee in Philadelphia. An influential delega- 
tion came. In it were the president and the secretary and also 
other prominent retail hardware men from a number of the 
states. 

Two days were given to these conferences. Prominent 
manufacturers of hardware were also present by invitation 
and valuable work was done and it is still going on. 

I refer to this to show the association side of this cam- 
paign, for it is a campaign and a long, arduous one that is 
still ahead of us, in which these associations can do and are 
doing valuable service, the value of which is beyond competi- 
tion. 

BOTH CLASSES OF WORK NECESSARY. 

I am sure you feel that the evils from this source that now 
exist are bad enough. But the evils that have been prevented 
or restricted by this sort of work would have added greatly to 
the gravity of the present situation, and in work of this char- 
acter the claims of your association upon you are enforced in 
the very strongest terms. 

But I have taken up this subject of the catalogue*house in 
this connection to show the value and the necessity both of 
the work of the associations and also of each individual mem- 
ber. 

It is in vain for the association to do its part if the indi- 
vidual member relies on it and if he does not grapple with 
the evil and meet it at every step with a determination to 
stamp it out to the fullest extent possible. To do this he 
must be willing to have it cost him something. 

SHADOWS WILL GROW LESS. 

If the retail dealers will generally give the cases heroic 
treatment as they come up from time to time in connection 
with the catalogue houses and if the associations respectively 
will do their part, as I believe they will, those houses will find 
their shadows growing less as the years go by. 

MUTUAL INDEBTEDNESS. 

Gentlemen, I wish you abundant success in this new year, 
not only in your respective houses, each one of you, but also in 
the very important work that you may and certainly should do 
together. 

“Am I my brother’s keeper?” was the cry of one of old 
with the stain of that brother’s blood even then on his hands. 
We do owe a great deal each to the other and the more fully 
we recognize this great fact the better for us, as well as for 
our fellows. 

I may add in conclusion that in helping our neighbor on 
right lines we also as a rule help ourselves.

Protective Association will be held at New Castle, Pa., 
on Feb, 6 next. 

John F. Malone, Robert L. Cox and Henry Ginane 
are the incorporators of the Buffalo Fireproof Lath 
Co., Buffalo, N. Y., capitalized at $25,000. 

It is said that F. J. Paterson, general manager of 
the Waukesha Sheet Steel Co., Waukesha, Wis., hopes 
to be able to reopen their plant by April 1 next. 


Charles G. Bowman, Frank P. Crunden, Charles L. 
Martin and Theophilus Conzelman are the incorpora- 
cors of the Bowman Stamping Co., St. Louis, Mo. 

The Parkersburg, W. Va., union of the Amalgamat- 
ed Association of Iron, Steel & Tin Plate Workers 
gave a grand ball on Jan. 21 last at the Germania hall, 
that city. 

It is announced that the United States Steel Cor- 
poration will shortly remove its tin plate plants from 
Gas City, Ind., and Cambridge, O., to South Sharon, 
Pa., merging them with the latter plant. 


W. T. Hardesty, district manager of the American 
Sheet & Tin Plate Co., in charge of the mills in 
Struthers and Niles, O., is uncertain as to whether the 
Struthers mill is liable to resume operations shortly or 
some months hence. 

The trend of the tin market the past week has been 
steadily downward and shipments have been large. 
Shipments from the East to this port have been much 
heavier than expected, amounting to 2,585 tons for the 
first half of January. 

C. E. Christman is president and general manager, 
Wm. J. Brennan is vice-president, Henry Rosser is 
treasurer and George W. Rowbottom, Jr., is secretary 
of the Star Enameling & Stamping Co., Allegheny, Pa. 
They have recently increased their capital stock from 
$100,000 to $200,000. This firm are making extensive 
improvements and additions to their line of manufac- 
tures, which consists of specialties in tin and enameled 


ware. 
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OUTPUT OF RAILWAY EQUIPMENT. 


According to the Railroad Gazette, 154,808 cars were 
built for the railroads in 1903. Of this sum approxi- 
mately 152,801 were freight cars and 2,007 passenger 
coaches, 153,195 for domestic use and 1,613 for ex- 
port. Last year the total number of cars built was 
164,547. The decrease occurred in the last two 
months, as up to that time the output for 1903 was 
equal to the output for the first ten months of 1902. 
During 1903 5,152 locomotives were built at the vari- 
ous locomotive works in the country, as against 4,070 
in 1902. The number includes 88 electric locomotives. 
The increase over 1902 is the largest that has ever oc- 
curred in one year, and is possibly due to the fact that 
the locomotive works in the country had such a volume 
of orders placed during 1902 that they were unable to 
make immediate deliveries and many of the orders 
were held over until 1903. Returns from Canada 
show that 55 locomotives have been built by two firms, 
one of which has only recently begun operations. In 
analyzing the report it is interesting to note what this 
total of 5,152 really means by calculating the expendi- 


ture involved. At an average cost per locomotive of 
$12,000, the total amount spent by the railroads for 
motive power would be approximately $62,000,000. 
This figure, of course, does not include the locomotives 
which are built yearly by railroad companies at their 
own shops.

THE FINDING OF TIN IN ALASKA. 


Mr. Alfred H. Brooks, assistant geologist in charge 
of the investigation of the mineral resources of Alaska, 
was the discoverer of the placer or stream tin in Alas- 
ka in 1900. The gold hunters in the Nome region were 
somewhat mystified, but not particularly interested, 
at finding heavy black stones in their washes for gold. 
They recognized that they had no gold in them, and 
they were not looking for anything else. Mr. Brooks, 
who was in the region at the time, made an investiga- 
tion immediately and pronounced the stones a rich tin 
ore. This was the first part of the story, but the stream 
tin has not as yet been found in very large quantities.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The iron market has been fairly brisk during the 
past week and many orders both for immediate ship- 
ment and extended delivery have been booked. 

Propositions of generous proportions for future de- 
livery have been floated. These will in all probability 
be closed in a few days, so that the prospects seem 
quite bright for a busy quarter. 

The railroads have been slow in delivering of late, 
no doubt owing to the heavy storms, and this has 
caused much inconvenience to many foundrymen who 
have allowed their stock to run low.

IRON AND STEEL. 

The demand for iron and steel products, which was 
so promising at the beginning of the year, is not ap- 
parent now. Finished materials are selling rather well, 
but pig iron and some forms of finished goods are 
quiet. Distrust and carefulness are much in evidence 
on the market. 


IRON AND STEEL BARS, 

Prices are held without difficulty and the volume 
of business is rather large. 

The shut-down of the plants of the American Roll- 
ing Mill Corporation, at Muncie, Ind., and of the 
Emelyn Iron Works, at East Chicago, Ind., has 
strengthened the iron bar market to a great extent. 

Steel bars are in rather good demand. Mills are 
refusing to accept orders for delivery beyond July. 

We quote bar iron, Chicago delivery, carload lots, 
1.35c to 1.45c, half extras; soft steel bars, 1.46%c 
half extras, Chicago delivery, carload lots, mill ship- 
ments, with 5c to 10c per 100 lbs extra for less than 
carload lots with the regular extras for less than a 
ton of a size; angles less than 3x3, 1.56%4c base, half 
extras ; hoops, 1.81'4c, carload lots, full extras. Store 
business in both iron and steel bars is good, and the 
former is held at 1.60c to 1.70c base, full extras; and 
steel at the same price but with full card extras; small 
angles, channels and tees, less than 3x3, 1.70c to 1.80c 
rates, half extras; hoops, 2.10c to 2.20c rates full 
extras.

Orders for immediate delivery prevail. There is 
much uncertainty regarding prices, but the demand 
has improved. 

We quote prices on carload lots, mill shipments, 
Chicago delivery, as follows: No. 27 black, 2.36%4c 
to 2.41%c; No. 28, 2.41%c to 2.46%c. Galvanized 
sheets are in better demand, 80 and 2% per cent off 
being the general quotation, though this might be 
shaded on a desirable order. Store trade is the bright- 
est feature in the sheet business, jobbers reporting a 
good demand for all sizes. We quote prices on small 
lots from warehouse, as follows: No. 16, 2.40c to 
2.50c ; Nos. 18 and 20, 2.50c to 2.60c ; Nos. 22 and 24,

7 per cent.

Open hearth billets are quoted at $1.30. 


STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

The American Bridge Co. has received an order 
calling for 1,200 tons of structural shapes. The out- 
look points to a proseprous spring and summer. 

Prices are without change, and we quote mill ship- 
ments, Chicago delivery, as follows: Beams and chan- 
nels, 16 inches and under, 1.7612c; 18 inches and over, 
1.86'2c; universal plates, 1.76%c; angles, 3x3 and 
larger, 1.76'%4c; tees, 3x3 and larger, 1.81'%4c; zees, 
1.76%c.
